words from our Abbot, Rev Myo Lahey: 

SZ: My next question may seem inappropriate, asking you, as a gay man, 
to comment on issues faced by the GLBT community in their Zen practice. 
I say inappropriate because the question assumes you might have special 
insight on the matter but only for the fact that you are a gay man yourself. 

MDL: I wouldn’t say there are that many issues faced around here so 
much. I have encountered various degrees of homophobia and so forth in 
Dharma practice settings, but not really in the San Francisco Bay area. 

That is not something you see so much. So my own feeling is that there 
aren’t that many particular issues beyond the fact that members of any 
minority who are entering in to spiritual practice feel a bit more at home if 
there is someone else like them around, you know? If they are the only 
person of color in a white sangha, or the only gay person in a straight 
sangha, it can feel a little weird. So, to know and understand that there 
were other lesbians and gay men in the sangha that I was practicing with 





















where it is not quite so comfortable. For instance, a friend of mine one time 
wanted to live at another Dharma center here in San Francisco and the 
resident lama said, “Well, sorry you can’t because one of our donors 
doesn’t like gay people. You cannot live here.” I was totally shocked by 
this—it was really bizarre. So, that just goes to show that one can 
encounter homophobia among Dharma practitioners, too.
